If it, be true, as is suggested by 
a prominent Nanking journal, that 
fresh intrigues are-brewing in the 
South, having as their ultimate aim 
the setting up of an independent 
Government, the move can only be 
described a8 most regrettable, At 
no time in China's history has 
there been greater need than now 
for the nation to present a united 
front. The indications are that we 
are approaching a crisis in’ Far 
Eastern affairs which may, in its 
gravity and in its widespread re- 
percussions, outweigh any of. the 
past twenty years, Sino-Japanese 
‘feeling, 80 far from becoming more 
composed, appenrs to be. drifting 
into dangerous channels, and, in 
view of the possibility of a fresh 
upheaval, nothing ean be more fatal 
to Chinn’s best interests than any- 
thing in the nature of revived in- 
ternal dissension. That — fact 
alone should suffice to convince 
Chinese leaders of all schools of 
thought of the danger 6f renewed 
discord between Nanking and Can- 
ton. . i 

It is common knowledge, ‘that 
many of the erstwhile Nanking 
‘oflicials now in the South are by 
no manner of means satisfied with 
the Central Government’s outlook. 
Amongst these are those who con- 
‘sider that Nanking’s foreign policy, 
especially. in relation to Japan, is 
Incking in forcefulness, and others 
who will never bo satisfied until 


despite their having ong. common 
ground in their opposition to Nan- 
king, they might not find-it ensy to 
unite in any independenee move- 
ment. None the less, it ia quite 
conceivable that some of the pre- 


‘sently uncmploycd politicians would 


be prepared to fend a hand in the 
setting up of anothor anti-Nanking 
Government-in the South. -In‘sup- 
port of the allegations of. intrigue, 
it is asserted from Nanking that the 
Cantonese troops, despite urgent 
requeats, have declined ‘to move fur- 
ther North in the war’ against the 
Communists. As against this, we 
have recent reports that Chan Chai- 
tong’s forees-have been co-opernt- 
ing. with the Chiang Kai-shek 
armies in Northern Kwangtung 
against the Reds, coupled with news 
that the work of suppression has 
been so effectual that there is no 
call for the Cantonese forces to KO 
further afield. In addition, there 
is the further point that Chan Chai- 
tong may have knowledge.of plans 
for fresh trouble in Canton, and 
for this reason may wish to keep 
his troops within the provinee. So 
far as the outside observer can see, 
there is nd doubt of Chan Chai- 
tong’s loyalty to the Central Govy 
ernment, in which connexion it 
must be remembered that he has 
a big military backing, the only 
uncertain elements being in naval 
and air force circles. Hongkong 


‘| Chinese opinion appears to be that 


Chan Chai-tong would have nothing 
to do with any separntist move- 
ment. That attitude, if: 
rounded, is all to his credit. 
No-one will claim that the Nan- 
king) Government has been all that 
it might be. At the same time, 
it has to be kept in. mind that it 
holds office in a time of extreme 
difficulty, and, moreover, that it 
has been constantly, handicapped by 
the frequent changes in its per- 
sonnel. Much of its energies have, 
in fact, been dissipated in attempt- 
ing to patch up squabbles between 
the various — cliques—squabbles 
which reflect a failure on the. part 
of the participants to © put first 
things first. This is “all the more 
regrettable when we consider that 
the apirit of unity amongst the 
people has probably been never 
Breater than at the present time. 
The Sino-Japanese crisis hag welded 
North and South together as never 
before. ‘The tragedy of the situa- 
tion is that the politicians should 


well 


continue their bickerings in spite 
of the call of the time for unity 
of thought and action. 


Soviet Social Conditions. 


The Russian experiment con- 
tinues to attract . interested. ob- 
servers. An interesting account 
has just ‘come to hand, by Mrs.

Such 
subjects as the work of the Insti- 
tute for the_Protection of Mother- 
hood and Childhood, the Soviet 
Marriage and divoree 
Russian methods of nursery mana- 
Roemont ure discussed in some de- 
tail, Mrs. Field is distinetly in 
sympathy with the Soviet social 
welfare programme, and does full 
justice to the elements in Soviet 
law and practice which make for 
equality of opportunity as between 
women and men, for the training 
of children, for the overcoming of 
the vast Russian Inheritance of 
lethargy, backwardness and 
neglect. In. welfare and educa- 
tion, as in ofher aspects of Soviet 
life, there ure so many ambitious 
projects that the casual .visiter to 
Ruasia, swamped with’ a round of 
visits, interviews and printed 
material, is so impressed by the 
substantial progress made that 
the limitations imposed by Sovict 
conditions arc sometimes lost from 
view. Mrs. Field docs not alto- 
gether escape this tendency. One 
does ‘not gather from her book how 
many features of Russian life still 
make the lot of theworking woman 
hard—the necessity, for instance, 
of sometimes standing for hours

ANIMALS & SUICIDE 


AN OLD THEORY 
REVIVED 


Do animals commit suicide? 

This old question has been 
raised in a new form following 
the remarkable case which took 
place at Upton Zoo, Chester, 

It was stated by witnesses that 
one of the 200 monkeys deli- 
berately gnawed off six feet of 
rope which was hanging in. his 
open air cage, climbed a tree with 
it, and secured one end to a-bough, 
At the other end he made a slip- 
knot, throug? which he passed his 
head. He then: pulled the | knot 
tight and dropped off. Death was 
instantaneous. -It was stated by. 
those who saw the occurrence that 
it was a deliberate suicide, 

Naturalists were unwilling to 
aceept the theory of suicide with- 
out more substantial proof, 

Professor E,W. MacBride, the 
eminent biologist, said to a Press 
representative: “In the absence 
of scientifie proof, | should decline 
absolutely to believe that it was a 
case of suicide, There has never 
yet been a scientifically proved 
case. of suicide in all nature. 

“The story that scorpions would 
in certain circumstances take their 
own lives was demolished many 
years ago, It is entirely without 
foundation. On the other hand, 
there have been cases where 
swarms of rats have been known 
to dash into the sea, all of them 
being drowned. In South Africa 
done the same 
thing. This, however, has been 
attributed to an ancestral instinet 
to follow where others have gone, 
the lapse of time having brought 
up the sea where once there was 
dry land, : 

“There are also many other tales 
of attempted suicide in animals, 
‘but not one has ever been scienti- 
cally proved, and I believe none of 
them.”

There have been several  inst- 
unees in England . recently where 
motorists: have come into conflict 
with the traffic police owing to the 
tyres in use being deemed unsafe 
under the regulations of the Road 
Tratfic Act, which, makes it a 
punishable offence to drive motor 
vehicles with tyres in a worn-out 
condition. i 

The contentious point appears to 
he: When does a worn tyre become 
defective and a source of danger? 
A motor cover that has the tread 
pattern worn off and the traction 
aren ‘of tyre quite smooth may. be 
quite safe under certain road 
conditioas, but on wet roady such 
tyres. may be conducive to skids, 
particularly if brakes are suddenly 
applied. 

Covers with smooth treads on 
the back wheels are at all times 
wasteful, inasmuch as there is 
considerable = wheelspin, — owing 
to luck of road grip, with 
consequent waste of ‘power and 
petrol. Covers that are so worn 
that several plics of the cord 
casings ure cut through are ap 
proaching the danger mark, be- 
cause they are likely to blow out 
when put under any undue stress. 


- Covers in such a condition are a 
definite risk, particularly on hilly 
roads or when cornering at specd. 
Under no circumstances should 
tyres that obviously are nearly 
worn through be used on the front 
wheels of a motor vebicle that may 
he driven at eyen a fast touring 
If they must be used, then

SHOCK ABSORBER ON DASHBOARD. 


Andre Hydro-Telecontro] Instrument. : 


ACTION 


Although the compromise repre- 
sented by long semi-cliptic springs 
damped by shock absorbers which 
can be adjusted at intervals will 
continue to satisfy a very consider- 
uble number of motorists, the sus- 
pension problem remains serious 
to those who are really critical of 
the performance of their cars, 

There are two regulators (and 
corresponding pressure -gauges), 
one connected to the front pair of 
shock absorbers while the other 
controls the rear pair. Turning 
the regulator has the effyct of 
compressing a metal bellows, so 
forcing fluid through piping to 
rubbber expanders in the shock 
absorbers. These expanders ap- 
ply a load to shoes pivoted on Si- 
Jentblos .clushes and faced with 
the special material which has for 
so long been used for the discs of 
Andre shock absorbers. 

The action of the device is very 
quick, it being possible to vary the 
pressyre by about.60 Ib, at a time 
simply by giving half a turn to the 
regulator. . Furthermore; | - the 
damping is truly progressive, and 
the amount applicd is at once dis- 
cernible from the gauge. Leakage 
is prevented by the blind ends of 
the system, there being no glands 
to give trouble. , 

We have found that the front 
pair of shock absorbers do not re- 
quire much attention, 4 pressure 
of 60 Jb. per sq. in. being about 
right for most normal conditions, 
On the other hand, for a very fast 
run on a winding road tho steering 
can be improved by increasing this 
load to about 100 Ib. ie 
A Valuable Adjustment For 
Stability. -

previously decidedly harsh at low 
speeds on rough surfaces. With 
the Andre system one can reduce 
the pressure on the rear shock 
absorbers to about 50 Ib. for low 
speed work, when the car is light- 
ly loaded, so deriving full benefit 
from the flexibility of the springs. 
For light loads at moderate speeds 
up to 40 m, p. bh. 1000 Ib. is about 
right. 

‘When the back of the car is 
laden the pressure on the rear 
shock absorbers can usefully be 
inereased by about 50 lb. and for 
a really fast run under such condi- 
tions we have used a pressure of 
200 Ib. per sq. in. with excellent 
results. The difference in stabili- 
ty on corners which can be pro- 
duced by a turn of the regulator is 
really quite amazing. 

These, shock absorbers can be 
purchased in pairs, complete with 
a hand regulator and the neces- 
sary piping, the question of 
whether it is desirable -to apply 
them to the rear axle only, or to 
both axles, really depending upon 
the springing of the car in ques- 
tion. Broudly speaking,'the stiffer 
the front springs the less neces- 
sary do readily adjutable front 
shock absorbers become. It is 
also possible, if desired, to couple 
four shock absorbers to one regula- 
tor, although in most cases it is 
preforable to be able to adjust the 
front and rear pairs independently, 
Tho hydraulic principle naturally 
ensures porfect balance botween 
each pair, and enables tho setting 
to be shown on a gauge. 


Summing up, this system-is ono

. Michigan roads are “going back 
to nature,” and, consequently, that 
state now possesses some of the 
most beautiful highways in the 
country. 

The reason for this is that engi- 
neers, foresters .and Inndscapers 
are co-operating in road construc- 
tion in an endeavour to make over 
ugly gashes and piles of carth Ieft 
i, Mother Nature’s ensemble after 
construction crews have finished 
their jobs. 

In Michigan’s road construction 
plan, the highway engineer stunds 
shoulder-to-shoulder with the land- 
scape’ architect. After the former 
is finished, the latter comes along 
and replants trees, bushes, shrubs 
and flowers, not in straight rows 
like city tree planting, but in ag 
natural a grouping a3 possible. 


Work From Photographs 


In. some cases the landscape 
crew goes ahead of the construc- 
tion gangs, photographing and 
sketching the beauty spots. After. 
this is dong it is comparatively 
simple to replant «he mulilated 
aren almost ag natural as it was 
before. : 

According to Phelps Vogelsang, 
siate forester, Michigan is divided 
into .10 residences, and each one 
has a resident forester or resident. 
landscaper. These men _ work 
directly under supervision of the 
state forester at Lansing. 

Each resident forester has from 
seven fo 14 counties under “his 
charge and in each county he har 
developed ut least one crew of 
eight or 10 men who devote their 
entire time to roadside develop- 
ment work. The duties of these 
crews ‘consist of general main- 
tenance of trees, shrubs, planting, 
development of roadside springs, 
maintenance of roadside parks, 
and other work. 

'“Practically all the rondside 
Work is done through aur main- 
tenance . organization to, which 
these crews belong,” Vogelsang 
informs. “Our work is financed 
both. through maintenance and 
construction, 

“Each year we budget on. our 
maintenace projects certain 
amounts to be placed on each sec- 
| tion of road to cover the care of 
trees, shrubs, parks and go forth.! 
Route Studied Beforehand. 

“Whenever a new road is to be 
built the resident forester inspects 
the new location and prepares esti- 
“mates on the cost of all roadside 
work to be done on that project.

It was certainly not in the 
contemplation of the partics, I 
submit, that the fugitive should 
sell the goods and appropriate 
the proceeds to his own use or 
tuke the goods out of Java, Pro- 
bably, it was never contemplated 
that he should take them out of 
Sockaboemi itself. The evidence 
which appears in the sworn de- 
positions will be supplemented by 
evidence of two other people, 
that is identification of the 
accused, given by a Police Officer 
stationed at Soeckabocmi who is 
acquainted with the fugitive, and 
who took charge of the deserted 
shop after he left it. 

There «vill also be the evidence 
of arrest, and the officer to prove 
the arrest will also inform your 
Worship that when he had ar- 
rested the fugitive he subsequent- 
iy took charge of the  fugitive’s 
baggage and searched that, and 
there found the fugitive’s pass- 
port.
